LONDON, March 14.—(New York World
Cablegram—8pecinl  Telegram.)—Tho  ad-
vance on Dopgoln and against the Khallfa's
dervishes has taken most people In Groat
Britain completely by surprise. On the same
day that the Cairo correspondent of the
Times made public thia sudden move of the
Egyptian government, Lord Cromisr's report
was sent to Parllament, In which he de-
clared that the dervishes were maintalning a
sirictly defensive position.

The Britlsh minlstry, pending Mr. Cham-
berlain’s  promised  statement on Monday
uight, allows two quite plausible explana-
tions to be semi-officially announced. One
that the success of the Abyssinlan king
will mont lkely encourage lils nelghbor, the
khalifa, to a descent on Egypt, and that it is
bost to strike before he Is preparcd to do o,
The other g, that England e disposed to do
Italy a friendly turn by diverting the
dervishes from their throatened union with
Menelek.

There 18 another and very slartling explana-
tion, which comes to me from a source ot
lenst In a position to be well Informed,
whieh 1 quote with much reserve, but of
which soveral unusual recent events give ro-
markablo confirmation. This Is that German
Intrigues agalnst Great Britain {n the
Soudian have beén brought to the knowledge
of the nilnistry, and that it has detormined
to Innugurate an Instapt and  eéffectunl
estoppel on tho kalser's hostlle plans,
BUFFICIENT TO CONVINCE HARCOURT.

Bverywhers it has been the subject of
general comment that 8! Willlam Harcourt,
the liberal leader In the Commons, hap given
contrary to the general liberal policy, hle
mipport to the new and gréat naval scheme
of the opporition. A picture of the pro-
pieed new flest published in one of the I1I-
lustrated journale today, amazes the reader.
It saems really that of a great natlon's
entire navy, and not merely that on an ad-
ditlon to a present equipment, Tho story
an It reaches me s that Sir Willlam was
ready to oppose the enormous expenditure
necessary for all this, and mo0 amoounced
his Intentlon to his followers, when repre-
pontations were made to him by the minis-
ters of stich perll to the emplre from Ger-
many that he unexpeotedly and altogether
withdrew hin opposition. He has since, if
my information la correct, guardedly com-
municated his Information to some cof his

., volleagues, his reported couusel fs that “'to
offcotunlly obstruct the new naval scheme
might bring the country within risk of a
great catavtrophe,” and bhe haw clearly In-
dicated that the kalser's comprehensive pling
In Afriea from a stuficlent basls for minls-
terial measures against them.

Of course, recent reports from Berlin of
the kalser's hope to bulld a great navy, in
ipite of the opposition of the Reich=rath, hie
known colcnial aspirations and his overt
hatred und fealousy of Bngland, lent further
credence to the above report, It s even
more certain that if the danger I have out-
lined ls made oMelally known to the British
peaple, the outburst of feeling for war with
Germany will be far more Intense than
that atter Willlam's telegram to O'm Paul,

WEARY OF THE GERMANS,

One must mix with the mercantile and in-
dustrial classes to fully appreclate the al-
most unlyersal hatred of Germany among
them. Here commercinl competition almost
everywhere, even in England's own colonies,
has been of the utmost Injury to Epgllsh
manufacturers, Cheap German clerks, often
remarkable lingulets, are crowdlng out young
Hoglishmen even in London and Liverpool,
Glamgow and ShefMeld houses. The favor
dlways shown by the queen, as well ap by
her predecessors, to thelr German relations
In the Britleh army and navy, have aroused
a decided prejudice, which perhape partly
explaing the opposition led by the Times to
the proposed vote of a pensicn to the duke
of Cambridge,

It my explanation of 8ir Willlam Harcourt's
hetion s correct he has elther not communl-
eated It to the Irish members of Parllument
or to Labouchere, or else they disregard It
Irish leaders are arranging for a resolute
Tesistanee to the passuge of the naval scheme
through the Commons. 1 may add, however,
that It Is not at all uniikely, if their obstruct-
Ive tactics be persisted In, that the English
and Scoteh liberals will be found supporting
the government on the navy plans and that
an alliance botween the Irish and the liberals
may be roptured, perhaps for years to come.

Bnough a8 It stands. The khalifa himself is
described by Slatin Pesha and the late Major
Wingate a5 a man who, In point of vigor,
Will, courage aud power of inspiring the
desert people with fanaticlsm, 18 & worthy
Buopessor to the late Mahdi, who died. in
June, 1885 Throughout the campulgn which
ended lo the fall of Khartoum, Abdullah was
bis chlef leutenant, Though serving Mahdi,
he had & keen eye for the main chance. He
did not belleve in the lnunortality of the
#on of the prophet, whoever else did so, and
be took care to have & proclamation lssued
Ly Mahdl, which practically sssured succes-
glon to himself.

HAMILTON LOSES HIS (POINT.

Proceadings have been instituted by his
wife in the London eourts against Augustus
M. Maltland Douglass Hamilton, late lien-
terant In the British navy, now a resldent
in New York, and supposed to be cngagsd
ng an artist there, Mrs, Hamllton divorced
him last May and sues for permanent maln-
tenance. The divoree case revealed statu-
tory grounds and the wife was only en-
abled to institute legal proceedings by the
ald of friends. The report has galned gen-
eral currency herg that Hamllton 418 heir
presumptive to the present duke of Hamp-
ton, who succeecded last year a very dis-
tant cousin and who I8 himsell paralyzed
and unmarried. The story, however, is not
well founded, Hamllton is a first cousin to
the present duke, but there are five or six
lives between him and the dukedom. The
judge In the divorce division granted the
application of the wife, who #erved writ
for mainténance on her former husband's
solleltors in  London.

PLEASES THE ARMY

Former Disasters in North Africa Do Not
Dampen Tte Ardor,

PURPOSE 1S TO RECONQUER THE SOUDAN

—

No Permanent Becurity in Ezypt Until the
Mahdi's Power iz Broken,

NOT ENTHUSIASTIC OVER YALE'S COMING

LONDON, March 14.—~There 8 mueh ro-
jolcing In the Dritieh army at the prospect
of another campaign in the Soudan, in spite
of the past experlences with the flerce, tire-
less troops of the Mahdi, and the recent de-
fent of the Itallane by the Abyeziniane.
That a Britlsh-Egyptimn advance on the Nile
from Wady-Halfa to Dong’la has been de-
termingd upon im no longer in doubt. Al
the British ofMcers of the BEgyplian army
who have been absent on leave have bhen
prdered to return to thelr posts immediately.
A dippateh from Cairo anniupces that the
Connnught rangers have already been or-
dersd to Wady~Halfu. The proposed cam-
palpy has been Impending for a year past,
although it was understood to have been
precipitated by the crushing defeat of Gen-
eral Baratlerl at Adowa, which It Is Dbe-
lieved must have a depressing effect upon
the prestige of BEuropean arms, and may,
esnpequently, lead to an advance northward
of the dervishes. But the real reason for
the campalgn now being prepared at the
Aritish war office may be found in ‘the fact
that REgypt will never be secure from at-
taek tnd disaster so long as the Mahdl's
power remalins unshattered. Although the
relief of Carsala may be the outward caune
of the British advance, the possession of
the fertile regline about Dongola, which
turnish a wealth of supplies to the Khalifa, i=
what Great Britain is really after, and there
is 1ttle doubt that an attempt to capture
the Mahdl stronghold, Omdurman, will fol-
low.

The plan of campalgn, as submitied to
the cabinet meeting held yesterday, io that
Ave black Infantry battalions, seven Egyptian
battallons and a large force of artillery and
cavalry, with about 100 British officers, will
comp se the expeditionary force, The same
route that was taken In 1884 will be [ol-
lowed: but, owlng to the low water in the
Nlil¢ at this seawon, the transportation of
ammunition and supplies must be by camels,
of which a very large number will be re-
quired,

It 18 proposed to reconguer the Soudan,
provinee by province. Dongola will be first
taken, and then a great deal will depend
upon clreumstances.

LIBERALS PROTEST.

While the campalgn Is endorsed by the
unlonists, tho 1iberal and radical press loudly
protest against It,

Several prominent sporting wrlters Inslst
that the National Sporting eclub has nct for-
warded artlgles of agreement to James .
Corbett for a boxing match with Robert
Fltzslmmons, but there Is reason to belleve
that the club'a denfal of the report that
it has put up a $10,000 purse ls Intended to
prevent the English suthorities from Inter-
fering, It has been learned that the Na-
tinnal Sporting club has requested a well
known sporting editor to draft the required
articles, which, after being approved by the
elub, will be forwarded to New Yorlk,

The Fleld, commenting upon the announce-
ment that a crew from Yale university
will compete at the Henley regatta, foday
says that the Amerlcans will be greeted
with every courtesy. But the Fleld adds
that there will be no enthusinsm. The
Fleld  also prints a letter in which the
writer deplores International contests, de-
claring that a few minutes over the Hen-
ley course may do more to promote Inter-
national enmity than “all the Monrog doe-
trines,” The lettéer concludes with many
sneers at the Yale men, saylng among other

things: *“They could get no one to row
them In Amerlea, therefore they are com-
Ing to Henley, although no one Invited
them."

The secretary of state for war, the mar-
quis of Lansdowne, has finally declined to
form a "regiment of gentlemen,’” a propo-
sition which has been haggled over In the
press for some time past as the outcome
of a letter from a man who was, accord-
Ing to one of hils eritics, evidently of the
oplnlon that he was too good to fight on
equal terms In the ranks with the de-
seendants of men who fought at Waterloo
and Trafalgar. The writer's idea was to
form a regiment of so-called “Gentlemen,"”
otherwise men whose c¢lear proof of uiter
lack of real gentility would be furnighed
in thelr jolning such a reglment. A gen-
tleman, It has been claimed, can be a gen-
tleman In the ranks or before the mast,
and to have formed a regiment of so-called
“gentlemen”  would have been, sald one
writer, a dellberate Insult to the rest of the
Britlgh army. Yot the proposition was
urged by Influential persons and by a por-
tlon of the press. It is true that they
mainly supported the proposition that the
ranks of the “regiment of gentlemen”
should be composed chiefly of thoke who
were physically and soclally fitted to be
officers In the Britlsh army, but who had
falled to pams the stiff army examinations.

The matter, it I8 clalined, will not be
allowed to drop, in spite of the decision
of the secretary of state for war, and (t Is
sald that questions on the subject will be
asked In the House of Commons next week,

The ceremony
took place In the throne room, and it was
easy to sec thit he prineess of ‘Wales
was very proud bf the young people; lo=
deed, s0 much so that in driving from
Marlborough bouse to Buckingham palaco
the princess gave "Karl" and “Harry" the
places of honor In her carriage, In order
that the happy pair might be seen by the
great crowds of people lining the street.
" The departure of the queen on Monday
for the south of France has drawn forth
a pathetie account of the Inereasing feeble-
ness of her majesty. It Is sald that she
